GERMANS MAY NEXT 
STRIKE FOR CHANNEL 

NEW AM) HOSE VIOLENT BLOW 
IS LOOKED FOR 

Present Quiet on Italtle Front Indi- 
cates Preparation of Huns U> Make 
Supreme Effort — American 
Military Experts S<v Pur. 
pone of Germans lo 
Cut Apart Allied 
Armies in Drlf6 
for Channel 
Porta. 



Washington. Juno 14— The preaenl 
lull on the buttle front in France only , 
presages a now anil more violent 
storm of attack on the Allied lines In 
military opinion here. The Impres- 
sion is rapidly strengthening that the 
stage is almost set for renewal of the 
Oernian main thrust at the British 
army around Amiens with the chan- 
nel ports as the objective. 

Delief has never wavered among the 
majority of officers here that the real 
purpose of the German general staff 
has been from the first to cut the Al- 
lied armies apart by a drive that 
would carry them to the channel; that 
arrival at that goal, massed attacks 
would be hurled against the northern 
sector for the purpose of destroying 
the nritish army, while a strong de- 
fease was maintained against the 
French to the south. The thrusts at 
Paris have been looked upon as well 
planned and executed feints designed 
to weaken the Amiens front hefore the 
final effort should be made there. 

On no other th />ry can these obser- 
vers explain the" f eauence of Oernian 
operations in the great battle: and so 
on other basis, they sny. can the cam- 
paign of defense waged by fioneral 
Foch be understood. » 

It Is a battle In which the ultimate 
reserves will win the day. as the fight 
is seen here. If the German general 
staff considers the present situation 
along the vast front stretching from 
Ypres on the north to Itheims on the 
south, promising for the final effort, 
the ultimate German reserve Is now 
being assembled for the attack while 
fighting fronts take breath. 

Some observers believe further ef- 
forts are to be expected to flatten out 
the Compeign salient completely be- 
fore the main attack is resumed. If 
ao, they argue that the next flare of 
activity will come along the front of 
the Compeign salient where he fight- 
ing haa Just paused momentarily. 
Simultaneous assaults from the north 
near Authaull. from the southeast be- 
tween Chateau Thierry and Villers 
Cotterets forest, and from the east- 
ward, between Soisgons and the for- 
est probably will be launched. It la 
thought. If Compelgne Is regarded as 
vitally necessary to future Oerntan 
movea. In that caae, tho Ameriean 
force above Chateau Thierry stands 
directly in the path of one attaek. 

Other observers are almost con- 
vinced, however, that the situation not 
only permits but demands that the 
enemy main attack be preened with- 
out! delay, aa Amercan aid la coming

Mr. Tuft's suggestion in a speech Unit America should proceed, 
to th establishment of an Eastern front in RiiHsin has the ring of 
obaolutely sound strategy— if it can he done. 

That there are many harriers to the execution of this plan must 
be admitted from the beginning. In the flrsl place, the task of trans, 
porting an army to the Russian front would he tremendous in itself. 

Then, the attitude of the Kussiiin people would have to he con- 
sidered. Their sanction would he necessary any a< least a measure of 
cooperation on their part essential. 

But the possibilities of this plan certainly entitles it to the most 
careful consideration of the Allied strategists. Thai il is not at- 
tended by any insuperable harriers would seem to he a foregone 
conclusion since so good a patriot and so clear a thinker as .Mr. Taft 
has proposed it. 

An American army in Russia would he far more practical than 
a Japanese army, because the Russians would feel neither the fear 
nor the jealousy for an American army that they would feel for a 
Japanese army. 

An American army, once implanted on Russian soil, might, we 
believe, succeed in securing the oc-operation of hundreds of thou- 
sands of Russian soldiers, 
g It is not he doubted that freedom from pressure on the Eastern 
front has doubled the strength of the Central empires in the West 
That, the presence of a formidable force again on the Eastern borders 

of Germany would divide her strength and render her overthrow 
easier than it will he with her forces a single unit, is not to he doubt- 
ed. 

Hut how to get an American army into Russia; how to feed and 
furnish it with munitions and supplies after it is there; how to se- 
cure the consent of chaotic Russia to such a procedure are questions 
that must he given satisfactory answer before we amhark upon such 
a plan. 

If there he any considerable virtue in this plan, it is probably 
unfortunate that it has been publicly suggested outside of War l)e. 
partment circles, unless, indeed, it should commend itself to the in- 
ter-Allied council.

NEW KIND OK BLACKER 

Washington, D. C, .Time ir>— The 
newest type of slacker and one who 
is doing Ills country a sreat amount 
of harm, Is the man or woman who 
buys or even encourage? the pur- 
chase of platinum jewelry, according 
to the Bureau of Mines, Department 
of the Interior. For the coun'ry is 
and for many years will he desper- 
ately in need of the scarce and prec- 
ious platinum In its Industrial work' 
and must have it If the war machine 
Is to go full speed ahead 

A plan proposed hy the Fediral of- 
ficials would stop the ute of plan mm 
in jewelry, not only for the war but 
for all time. Officials of the govern- 
ment who are In close touch with the 
situation are filled with apprehension 
as to the future supply of platinum. 
As far as can be learned, it is believ- 
ed that aside from the large amount 
of platinum metals in the form of 
manufactured jewelry, a largo part of 
which is In private ownership, there 
is less than twenty-five per cent of the 
normal stock of unfanufactuivd plati- 
num in this country available for the 
needs of the war. 

In an effort to fill the immediate 
pressing needs of the Government in 
Its war program, the War Industries 
Hoard has ordered that seventy-five 
per cent of the stock of platinum in 
the hands of manufacturing jewelers 
be commandeered and also the com- 
plete stock held by refiner*, import- 
ers and dealers, but thisg. it i* said, 
will only fill a small gap and that 
temporarily. 

It has been hoped by F"deral oific- 
lals and chemists throughout the 
country who understand the serious- 
ness of the situation that the whims 
of fashion might yield to national 
needs nnd that purchasers of jewelry 
would demand gold and silver or a 
white alloy and so release plnllnum 
for Its heighest use, but the results 
have been disappointing. 

The American Chemical Society, an 
organization composed of the leading 
12,000 chemists of the country, which 
Is also back of this movement, has is- 
sued an appeal to the people not un- 
der any oircumatancM either during 
the war or after the war to use plati- 
num jewelry, but to con-erve this uni- 
que and fast dwindling me*;il BIW 
priced at five times the cost of ,'old 
for the exclusive use of the chemical 
and other necessary Industries The 
first purpose will be to obtain a suf- 
ficient supply of platinum for the 
needs of the war. and then to retain 
the production of the future for the 
industries. It Is clai' e dthat even 
before the war, as a rcttlt of this un- 
reasonable craze for pla'inum in jew- 
elry, the highly Import* t work of t v ^ 
chemists has been curtailed and re- 
search work, especially In the uni- 
versities, handicapped by inabl r 'y t» 
meet the constantly rising Of) c Of 
platinum. 

"The utmost importance of the en- 
tire country roming to a full ai d ser- 
ious understanding of the dlr-> need 
of platinum in the Industri. s and es- 
pecially the war Industrie, is appar- 
ent to all technical and acienlin, 
men," said Van tL Manning. Dlrecto' 
of the Bureau of Mines, 1 nt. nnfortu 
nately, the people generally have not 
the proper conception of the altua 
tlon. This coin! it ion has risen natur- 
ally through the insist >nt advertise-

"The acarclty of platinum through 
out the world and Its high price la ap 
parenlly du<- altno*T-«olely to the fact 
that the women of thla and other 



countries have been recently led to 
consider it a choice article for adorn- 
ment. 1 believe tills to be due to an 
entirely false conception, as there are 
other white metals equally available 
for the setting of gems and the pro- 
duction of jewelry, which would be 
used in jewelry today except for the 
fact that they are not so costly as 
platinum. When the price of plati- 
num was less than that of gold, there 
was practically no demand for it In 
jewelry and only a Blight use as a set- 
ting for gems. Over fifty per cent, 
of the country's supply of platinum 
is now used annually for jewelry; an 
entirely unessential purpose. No 
jewelry is more easily imitated than 
platinum and much white metal jewel- 
ry is now on the market which can- 
not bo told from platinum by the un- 
initiated. 

"It Is Inconvelvabla to me that any 
woman would wear a lead-colored 
ring or bracelet or adorn herself with 
lead-colored jewelry, except that its 
artificially produced high price has 
been made to give it a false value in 
her eyes. When our basic war needs 
for platinum are going to be met only 
with the greatest difficulty. I certain- 
ly cannot consider the purchasing of i 
platinum jewelry patriotic now and il I 
appear* to me to be very doubtful 
good taste at any time. 

"I am most heartily In favor of any 
crusade that will have for its purpose 
the banning of platinum for jewelry 
for all time and tinder all circum- 
stances. I believe that the women of 
the country are as patriotic as in any 
Other country and that when they un- 
derstand the situation, they will de- 
cline to purchase platinum jewelry 
and also, If the occasion ever arises, 
give up all platinum jewelry they 
now have. 

"The Bureau of Mines is pleased to 
lend its efforts to those of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society in such a pa- 
triotic endeavor." 

A movement among the women of 
the country to discourage platinum In 
jewelry has been Initiated by the 
American Chemical Soclely. The Wo- 
men's National League for the Con- 
servation of platinum has been form- 
ed as a national organization with 
Mrs. Kllwood B. Spear, Cambridge. 
Mass., as chairman. State councils 
have been formed In fourteen of the 
leading states of the I'nion and even 
the efforts of the college women have 
been enlisted. Already throughout 
the country thousands of women have 
signed the following pledge: "I will 
neither purchase nor except as gifts 
jewelry and other articles made in 
whole or in part of platinum bo that 
all possible supplies of this precious 
metal shall be available for employ-- 
ment where they can do the greatest 
good in the service of our country, 
and I further pledge my Influence to 
persuade other* to take the same pa- 
triotic stand." 

"The patriotic crusade to atop the 
use of platinum in jewelry has al- 
ready had a splendid effect," said Dr. 
Charles \. I 'arsons. Secretary of the 
American Chemical Society. "It is 
months ago that the society re- 
that an appeal be made 
to the women of the 1'nlted States to 
discourage the uae of platinum in 
jewelry and that all rltiiens be urged 
to avoid ita use for Jewelry, for pho- 
tographic paper and for any purpose 
whatever, save in aclentiflc reaearch 
and in the making of articles for in- 
dustrial needa The National Aca- 

tlon to thla effect and the Daughter! 
of the American Revolution at their 
• <iiii meeting pleiim .| themselves by 
formal vote to refuse to purehaae or 



accept as gifts Jewelry mnde In whole 
or part of platinum, so that the avail- 
able supplies of this precious metal 
shall be available for employment 
where they can do the greatest good 
In the service of our country. 

"I believe the only thing necessnry 
la to show the women of the country 
what really bad tasle It la to wear o 
metal which certainly In the form of 
rings, brneeltts, mesh bags, etc., has 
no beauty over lead or recommend It 
and no advantage over many other 
cheaper metals, except Its one Item of 
high cost. The country la very short 
of platinum nnd wo cannot see where 
the necessary Bupplloa are coming 
from, riatinum ought not to be used 
in jewelry either In war time or In 
time of peace. It is too grently need- 
ed for the development of chemical 
science nnd Industry. The Itusslan 
mines, from which !)!> per cent of the 
platinum comes, are reported lo be 
nearly exhausted. The Russian sup- 
ply is now virtually in German linnilt; 
The I'nited States has not nearly 
enough In sight for its probable war 
needs during the next two cr three 
years and as the jewelers now use 
over 50 per rent, of the platinum that 
comes Into commerce, they must be 
hejld responsible for its scarcity. 

"Platinum in my opinion should be 
'tabocd' by all American women who 
wish to see their country successful 
in this war and success after the war 
in keeping its lead in the industrial 
and scientific developments. The opal 
has been considered unlucky. Accord- 
ingly, It carried in the feminine mind 
little value as a gem. I believe that 
without ever using the phrase, the 
Women's league for Conservation o'f 
Riatinum has already begun to instill 
into the minds of American women 
what really 'bad taste' It Is to wear a 
metal that looks like lead In rings, 
bracelets, etc., simply on account of 
its high price. I also believe that the 
'slacker wedding ring' made of plati- 
num will soon be a thing of the past. 

"It is perhaps not realized hy the 
public that platinums is necessary in 
the production of nitric and sulphuric 
acid, the essential In all explosives. 

"It Is absolutely essential In tho 
manufacture of special pyrometers 
and no gun can be mnde without the 
use of a pyrometer. 

"Some necessary signal Instruments 
are dumb without platinum 

"Platinum is essential in the compo- 
sition of certain delicate gun mech- 
anisms. 

"The rapidly growing chemical in- 
dustries, engaged in wnr work, need 
platinum In their laboratories. 

"Platinum is required in the new- 
plants the Government is erecting 
with such feverish haste for the man- 
ufacture of nitrates from the air. 
these nit rates being needed for fer- 
f llzers and munitions. 

"With out platinum all experiments 
in gases would be greatly handicap- 
ped. 

"The so-called platinum used In 
electrical work Ib like the jeweler's 
platinum, an alloy of platinum and 
Iridium, but with this difference that 
that the proportion of iridium Is or- 
dinarily greater in electrical plati- 
num than In jeweler's patlnnm, and 
for some work may be as high as fif- 
ty per cent. I'nless one is Informed 
he does not realize that each tele- 
phone and telegraph Instrument has 
platinum contacts, that every high- 
grade magento for aeroplane, automo- 
bile, motorboat. or gas engine has 
from two to six contacts of platinum, 
and that the multitude of contracts on 
the telephone switchboard, on the re- 
lay instruments of both the telephone 
and telegraph lines are of platinum. 

"There are a large number of differ- 
ent kinds of electrical control sys- 
tems in which platinum is used, one 
of the moat Important of which are 
the thermocouples for the electrical 
control of heat in furnaces and ovens 
for a variety of purpoaes. While the 
actual quantity of platinum in any 
single piece of electrical equipment Is 
very small and its value almost neg- 
ligible in comparison to the value of 
the whole instrnment. yet the great 
pumber of these instrument*, which 
have been and are being made for the
